AMONG THE PUBLISHERS. 

Vert noticeable among Cassell & Co.'s 
Holiday Publications is an elegantly illustrated 
volume entitled " Cathedral Churches of Eng- 
land and Wales, Descriptive, Historical, Pic- 
torial." It is a book that cannot fail to give 
keen enjoyment to those who have visited 
these grand old piles, the descriptions being so 
graphic and well drawn as to bring back many 
pleasant recollections ; and to those in our 
young land who have not been fortunate 
enough to see them in reality, this book, with 
its more than one hundred and fifty pictures, 
will bring to them a far clearer conception of 
English Church Architecture than any moder- 
ate priced book we know. The work is divided 
into thirty-five chapters, each one being a 
descriptive history of one of these grand old 
buildings which stand everlasting monuments 
to the religious enthusiasm of "the Middle 
Ages. The points of view are in general well 
chosen, and many of the wood cuts are very 
soft and fine. Noticeably so are the Bell 
Harry Tower, the Crypt and the Baptistry of 
Canterbury ; the west front of York Minster ; 
St. Paul's, from the Surrey side ; the Lady 
Chapel and general view of Salisbury aud the 
Choir of Chester Cathedral. The letter-press 
and paper are excellent. 

Messrs. W. Lothrop & Co. publish a 
goodly number of very interesting periodicals 
for children, the interest in which has grown 
proportionately with the continued improve- 
ment of the magazines. Of " Wide Awake " it 
is hardly worth while to speak, for it is known 
universally, and, with the exception of St. 
Nicholas, has no equal or rival in the world 
among youths' literature. Pansy, Baby-Land, 
Little Men or Women, and Chatauqua Young 
Folks Journal are the remaining works, all of 
them adapted to and interesting to the young 
folks. 

Harper's for January has three of the 
best engravings it has given for many months, 
to illustrate a very ordinary poem, entitled 
•'The Rune of the Vega's Rudder." An article 
of questionable interest, though it is well 
written, is on Wiclif, and a good paper, though 
a somewhat needless one, on the revival of the 
Mezzotint. The remaining articles are interest- 
ing and timely.
